SAN FRANCISCO MINT 


Has the U. 8. Mint at San Francisco 
been closed? How are the Director of 
the Mint and the Superintendents of the 
three Mints selected? What are their 
JI. S. W. 

Coinage operations were suspended at 
the U. S. Mint in San Francisco as of 
March 31 last but the plant will continue 
to receive deposits of gold and silver 
and will operate its refinery. William 
H. Brett, Director of the Mint, 
reports that “the move is an economy 
measure and is the outcome cf much 
study and debate. The decision, based 
solely upon a manufacturing point of 
view, took into consideration two major 
factors: 1. the coin demand on the West 
Coast is less than 10 percent of the total 
coin production of the United States, 
which made uneconomical the utilization 
of modern large-scale equipment at the 
San Francisco Mint with its resultant 
over-production; 2. at Denver, where 
modern equipment has been installed, it 
is possible to produce coins and deliver 
them to the West Coast more cheaply 
than the San Francisco Mint could pro- 
duce them.” 

The Director of the Mint and the 
Superintendents of the three Mints at 
Philadelphia, Denver and San Francisco, 
are appointed by the President with the 
consent of the Senate. Entrance salary 
for a Mint Superintendent is $11,610 
per year and for the Director, $13,975 
per year.

WCODEN NICKELS KAYO 
DOLLAR ONE-ARM BANDITS 

The old adage about not taking any 
wooden nickels is a nightmare to Nev- 
ada’s gamblers. A commercial stunt by 
the neighboring city of Sparks in issuing 
10,000 wooden nickels can turn into a 
gamblers nightmare. The “nickels’’ are 
the exact dimensions of a silver dollar. 

Somebody has made the horrifying dis- 
covery—trom a gambling operator’s 
standpoint — that the wooden nickels 
work very nicely in the big dollar slot 
machines used in many of the state’s 
casinos. 

“My, my,” commented one operator 
when informed of the discovery, “now 
I’ll get ulcers for sure.” 

Some machines will take the wooden 
nickels just like they take the silver cart- 
wheels. Others require a little gimmick 
easily discovered by the player with a 
chiseling soul. Still others, in the minor- 
ity, won’t permit a pull of the handle, 
jamming instead. 

Only a few gambling houses report 
finding the phoney pieces of pine in their 
slots so far, but word of the wooden 
nickel’s dual role is spreading fast. 

“We may have to put on extra girls 
to keep an eye on the dollar machines 
alone,” said a slot operator. 

This was backed up by an official of 
the Sparks Chamber of Commerce which‘ 


issued the 10,000 souvenir pieces to com- * 


memorate the city’s 50th anniversary. 

“There’s nothing we can do now,” he 
said. “I guess they'll just have to put a 
doll on every dollar machine.” 

“That will make a bigger payroll for 
Reno as well as for Sparks.” he added. 

The nickels are manufactured by a 
novelty house in Texas where slot mac- 
hines are illegal. In Nevada, gambling 
is legalized. 

They are being distributed by Sparks 
merchants and are redeemable for a 
nickel’s worth of merchandise or for cash 
with the Chamber of Commerce. 

The only thing which possibly may 
keep the 10,000 nickels—actually worth 
$500—from reaching their full potential 
value of $10,000 is this paragraph in- 
serted into the law by the 1955 Legis- 
lature: 





“It shall be unlawful to use anything 
but a coin minted by the United States 
government in a slot machine. Violators 
may be punished by up to six months in 
jail and or a $500 fine.” 

Law or no law, Nevada gamblers are 
stocking up on aspirin.

GRADING STANDARD 
PROOF—Coin, a mirror-like finish, especially struck 
for collectors on polished metal blanks and struck 
by slower hydraulic press to obtain best feature 
lines, 

UNCIRCULATED—Made for general circulation 
when minted but never reaches circulation. Has a 
mint lustre, no scratches, rubbings or mars, 
EXTRA FINE & A. U.—about same—Coin is about 
uncirculated, slightly worn on high points and may 
have some mint lustre. 

V. FINE—Has been circulated but all features and 
lettering are sharp. 

FINE—Has all features and lettering but not sharp. 
V.G.—Has border rims most features and lines vis- 
able 

GOOD—All features and lines worn about visable. 
FAIR—Considerably worn. 

POUR—Considerably worn smooth, or corroded, good 
only as space filler. 

This grading is used only as a guide to help you 
and is a general medium used by all dealers and 
collectors in the Numismatic field. 

FOR BEGINNERS who are just starting to collect 
here are 2 few suggestions and some advise. First, 
a coin guide book is a must. They can be purchased 
for $1.00 or more from most coin dealers. This 
book has helpful information; on care, condition, 
value, amount minted, types, how coins are made, 
and many other news of help and interest. Most 
coins can be found in circulation. As you are mak- 
ing your set always try to improve the worn coins. 
Value of coins depend greatly on the condition. 
Never polish a coin or try ‘o clean them for it only 
degrades them in value. Coin insert folders and 
other supplies can be obtained at your dealer. You 
may also notice that the age of old coins do not 
make them rare. There are some later date coins 
minted that are worth more than some hundreds of 
years old. What makes one coin worth more than 
another are by these factors: Amount of coins 
minted, availability, collectors demand and any 
unusual die strikes. Coins can be obtained through 
purchases, by auctions or trading with other col- 
lectors. Mint sets and proof sets can be obtained 
by purchase, auction, or trading. Mint sets can be 
bought by writing the Treasury Dept., U.S. Office 
of Treasurer, Washington 25, D.C., at face value, 
plus postage and handling.

BRIGHT UNCIRCULATED 


Bright Uncirculated, cryptic words to 
some who are unaware of how the his- 
tory of the state of the Nation is record- 
ed in the rise and fall of the coin of the 
realm. The course of the history of the 
South might have been different if they 
had unlimited coinage and their paper 
money had the confidence of the world 
markets, and acceptable to the people 
during the Civil War period. 
Rampant as was the surge of the 
Union forces in the closing days of the 
war between the States there was a pause 
in the looting and burning on Shermans 
march to the sea. One incident was the 
indiscriminate looting of Confederate 
Davis belongings after the surrender 
at Appamattox Courthouse. There at the 
bottom of a trunk lay one of the only 
four Confederate Half Dollars ever 
minted by the short lived Confederate 
mint. Little did the Yankee looter realize 
its worth at the time and although some 
of these same half dollars have been miss- 
ing for almost one hundred years, here 
was the prize of the numismatic history 
of the century and the Civil War, care- 
lessly and callously being snatched into 
the shadows of oblivion or almost so by 
souvenir hungry soldiers. 
The story belongs to the past as is 
the letter verbatum which is still extent 
and is the reply to an inquiry and offer 
for one of the few known existing copies 
of this coin at the time. Here is the 
letter a prize in itself and a cloudy page 
from history. 
Beauvoir, P. O. 
Harrison County Miss. 
May 10th. 1867 

Sir: 

I had a Confederate coin. It was in 
my wife’s trunk when it was rifled by 
Federal officers on board the prison ship 
on which she was detained at Hampton 
Roads before and after my confinement 
in Fortress Monroe. The coin, some 
metals and other valuables were stolen 
at that time. Whether the coin be the 
same as the duplicate, I cannot say. It 
is however, not true, as published, that 
it is now in my possession. 

Regretting that I cannot give you 
more exact information on the particular 
subject of your inquiry, I remain. 

Respectfully, 
JEFFERSON DAVIS 

One of these coins is now in the hands 
of a very wealthy coin collector and is 
the only really authentic copy known. 
It is not for sale, although estimates are 
known to value this coin at the sum of 
ten thousand dollars. 


The die which made this coin was 
finally recovered and ultimately five 
hundred restrikes were made by shaving 
off one side of the then circulating half 
dollars, the Liberty Seated type, and the 
great seal of the lost cause of the South 
imprinted on that side. ‘Today even one 
of these in nice condition is worth about 
one hundred dollars. 

One cannot help but ponder in retro- 
spect how United States history might 
have been changed if the ten thousand 
dollars which could now be exchanged 
for this coin could have been applied at 
a strategic time in supplies, to the Rebel 
armies. In the crucial battles towards 
the close of the war between the States, 
victory in battle hung on tremendous 
trifles. The ghosts of such brave men as 
Stonewall Jackson would how] in hollow 
mockery to the thought the fortunes of 
war could be wrought on a half dollar.

There are plenty of the common ones 
available now for a fraction of their 
potential value, and I am inclined to 
believe that the grand-children of today’s 
young man would be very happy when 
they opened grandpa’s old trunk in 1995 
and found a few rolls of nice shiny coins 
which were minted a half century or 
so earlier.
